Early ii the present mouth 
General Srovase1, tholvssian Commander, 
estimated: his “enemy to number 70,000. 
Since then General tusour notified us 
that in one battle the Jupanese lost 30,0005 
in another 14,000; and that there were 
“enormous lossés”” in the other attacks 
which have been, wach on the garrison, of 
which we have Tost aunt. General Rus- 
ovr hus certainly kill a wumber equalling 
if not execeding, the 70,000 men which 
‘General SrozssE..estinated the attacking 
force to ‘number. Tho Japanese Govern. 
* ment hs not tiken th trouble to publicly 
contradict, these abard . and impossible 
statements, because itappears to be general- 
ly known in Japan thi there is no founda- 
tion in fact for them. There prevails in the 

” Press that tone of quid confidence in victory 
which ‘was so markelly apparent in the 
official report regarding the tendering of 
advice to thé Russian deneral to’ surrender 
the fortress. If;that nagnanimous sugges - 
tion emanated from tle shadowy. remnant 
of a besieging arm, which is. ell the 
Russians have allowd, telegraphically, to 
exist, then we can hanily sivoid some com- 
parison of Japanese ani’ Russian “ cheek.” 
Bnt undoubtedly the lumens proposal was 
made, nét in a spirit ¢ over-confidence or 
bravado, but with a ci assurance, based 


on the position actually attaine }, of ultim- . 


ate conquest. All the news eoming jrom 
the south of tho Kyongtung Peninsula 
bears out the unprejudiced opinion that the 
enpture of Port Arthur is within measurable 
distance. The very delay of the final as- 
anult, which has been viewed by some 
people as indication that . Japan was 
finding it a harder not to erack than 
they expected, confirths us in tha idea 
that these “enormous losses” axe Russian 
exaggenitions, to which. wish was tho 
father, ‘Throughout, the brava face that 
Juypan has presented to the world, the sarg 
froid hey nationals bave assumed, has nis- 
led many outsiders into thiuking that the 
military forces of the Mikado were subjeet- 
to megalomania ; that they were, in homely, 
phrase, too cock-sure. Nothing of the kind. 
Those who were in Tokyo during the final 
preparations, and had opportunitics'of con- 

arsing with the higher class soldiers and 
officers, could not help noticing that beneath

Turning to the recent mval operations, 11 
Russian who took part in the flight of the 
tw has outlined for our 
Shanyhai contemporary the order of the fight. 
With five torpedo craftan the Jeft, as they 
emerged, and six on the right, the nine 
Russian ships sailed straight. out for the 
open sea. The Novih, since sunk, was try- 
ing to join them, approaching from the 
Corea bay on their left.’ From the south - 
east, five Japanese ships and a flotilla of

torpedo-bouts closed iu on Cheir left, the 


On their right was another squad 
of torpedo eraft, atid these, with other 
cruisers, drew up to join the rest in cheek- 
ing their esape. She two squadrons _con- 
verged about eleven o'clock, meeting the 
Russian ships at, the same time at a point 
abont furty: miles south-west by south of 
Port Arthur, The Bayan struck a stray 
mine and put back into harbour before thut, 
Tho Teareviteh had her rudder damaged 
early on, and began to move in circles. As 
the others were not infurmed of this, and 
hud ordere to follow her, the whole Russian 
fleet bean wallziug, a mancnyre that must 
have somewhat amazed the Japanese. The 
result ig already known. Five damaged 
ships managed to regain the shelter of the 
forts; the rest are being hounded down hy 
the Japanese, while the few that have sought 
sanctuary in neutral ports are either dis- 
arming, or screwing up courage tv once more 
face the watching and waiting fae. 

In the far north, everything points to 
another big battle, unless KurorarKry ouce 
more folds up bis tents like the Arabs,'and 
silently steals awity.

The Japanese Consul kindly supplied us with 


| the text of the following telegram, received by 


him yesterlay from Baron Keomura :— 
Following is n statement of tho attitude we 
take rogardiug the Chefoo incident. 


The statne of China in the present struggle 
ix wholly unique. Nearly all military opera- 
tions ura being carried on within her borders, 
and she is no party in the presont conflict. 
Navertheloss, her territories aro partly belliger- 
ent.- and partly neutral, Phat condition of 
things, in view of international law, is uno- 
malons and contradictory. In this. case, it is 
created of Apecinl underatanling to which 
the belliyerents have. given their adhesion. 
With a view of limiting the area of hostilities 
in the interest of foreign intoroourse and the 
yeneral tranquillity of China, the Japanese 
Government have onguged to respect the 
neutrality of China outside of reyions actually 
involved by the war. Provided Russia made a 
similar engayement and carniol it out in good 
faith the Jupanese Government considered they 
were precluded by engagement from occupying 
oF makings use, for warlike purposes, of: any of 
the territory or ports of China outside the zone 
which mide the theatre of war, because it 
seemed to them that any such occupation and 
use of neutral Chinese territory or ports by 
“Russian forces would give effect to tha proviso 
of the Japanesa engagement, and justify her in 
considering -the territory or ports so oceupiad 
as belligerent. In other words, the Japanese 
Government: hold China's neutrality imporfect, 
and applicable only to places not occupied by 
‘the armed forevs of either belligerent, und that: 
Russia cannot escape the consoquenee of un- 
successfnl war by moving her nrmy and navy 
into those portions of China whieh, by arrange- 
| mont. are made conditionally neutral, 

The Riesitelint escaped frdm Port. Arthur 
and sought, in Chefoo, an asylum from attack 


which her home port had ceasud to afford her. 


In taking that step she was’ guilty of a breach 
of the nentrality of China as established by 
agreement between the helligerents, and Japan 
was fully justified in regarding the harbour of 
Chefoo us belligerent »o. far usthe incident in 
question is concerned. With the termination 
of the invident the neutrality of the port is 
rovived. 

The action taken by Japan iu Chefoo was 


Jadirect mutural consequence of Russia's dis- 
regard for her engagement, but it is not alone 
in this matter nor alone in Chefoo that Rus- 
sia has flagrantly violated China's neutrality 
aud ignored her own engagement, 

Shortly after the investment and ixolation of 
Port Arthur « system of wiyslesa telegraphy 
was installed hetween the beleaguered: fortress 
and the Russian Consulate at Chefoo. 

This system is still in operation notwith- 
standing the repeated protest of the Japanese 
government. 

At Shanghai, at the begimning of the war, 
the Russian gunboat Mandjour, in defiance 
of China's neutrality, remained at the port. 
weoks after receiving uotice to leave from the 
Chinese authorities. She, finally, - after long 
negotiations, consented to disarmament, 

Again, the Russian cruiser Askold and the 
destroyer Grosovei have now been at Shanghai 
more than » week and refuse to leave or disarm, 
The Japanese government have no intention of 
disregarding the neutrality of Chin xo Jong: 
as it is respected by Russia; ut they cannot 
consent. that Russiun warships, as the rosult of 
broken engagement and violated neutrality, shall, 
unchallenged, find in the ‘harbours of China safe 
refuge from capture or destruction. 

The statements of the commander of the 
Riestteliné that his ship disarmed upon arrival

The ‘case of the Reéesiteliet, though in 
itself of trift‘uy moment, involves a prineinte 
of paramount importance. Experience has 
shown that: Chine will take no ndequate 
steps to enforce her noutwlity laws. If in 
these civoumstances the 
makeChefoo a harbour of refugo thon the groat:, 
ships of Russia mightdo'tho ame, and nothing 
would pravent those ships issuing from their 
retwcat to attack Jnpan. The necessity for 
guarding against , such an oventuality is too 
commonding. and too. overwhelming to pormit 
of tho Riesitelini case atanding os a precedent. 

Tho incident will in no way affect -foroign. 
commerce or disturb the general situation in 
China, It merely‘serves aso notice to Russia 
that she must keep engagemonts in the future.
